1. The reply filed on 5/23/02 is not fully responsive to the prior Office action because of the 
following omission(s) or matter(s): the request for information under 37 CFR 1.105 (Paper No. 35, filed 
1 1/23/01, pages 5-6) specifically inquired as to whether "the adenovirus described in the Science 
publication has a deleted or non-fiinctional El gene, at least one of the E2, E4, or L1-L5 genes was 
nonfunctional, comprised an ITR and a sequence permitting encapsulation, and the adenovirus was type 
Ad 2 or Ad 5." Applicants have answered only that the El gene was deleted and that the E2 region was 
not deleted (Paper No. 36, filed 5/23/02, pages 7-8). No attempt was made to state on the record whether 
the E2, E4, or L1-L5 genes were nonfiinctional, whether the adenovirus comprised an ITR and a 
sequence permitting encapsulation, or whether the adenovirus was type Ad 2 or Ad 5. Since the above- 
mentioned reply appears to be bona fide, applicant is given ONE (1) MONTH or THIRTY (30) DAYS 
fi-om the mailing date of this notice, whichever is longer, within which to supply the omission or 
correction in order to avoid abandonment. EXTENSIONS OF THIS TIME PERIOD MAY BE
